With extreme vigor and enthusiasm, last season's National League 
“Manager of the Year’ heads into his third season at the helm of the 
San Francisco Giants with one main goal: a first-place finish ...inan 
off-season news conference, Joe told the Bay Area media that the 
Giants, in all honesty, can enter Spring Training with the talent and 
experience to win the National League pennant ... in his two 
seasons al San Francisco, Altobelli has turned a fourth-place also 
ran into a bona fide contender in the National League West . .. his 
patience, the ability to work with young talent, and his low-key style of 
managing have been important factors in the continual development 
of the youthful Giant club ... in 1978 the Giants led the National 
League West for most of the season, moving into first place May 12 
and remaining there, except for three days, until August 15... during 
the period the Giants led the Western Division, they also had the 
second-best record in baseball, topped only by the streaking Boston 
Red Sox ...

Dave contributed a wealth of baseball knowledge 
and experience along with a positive attitude to the Giants’ 1978 
pennant chase, and his keen judgment from the third base coaching 
box proved a key in numerous San Francisco victories . . . a fierce, 
competitive baseball enthusiast, Bristol joined the Giants after 
managing Cincinnati, Milwaukee and Atlanta, and two seasons 
coaching third base for Montreal ... Dave has worked with young 
clubs in each of his managerial experiences and is widely noted for 
ability to work with young talent ... spent 19 years as a player and 
manager in the Cincinnati organization and is often credited with the 
early development of Pete Rose, Johnny Bench, Tony Perez, and 
others in the Reds’ system ...

A member of the original San Francisco Giants, 
Davenport's first major league game was also the first ever on the 
West Coast, April 15, 1958 at Seals Stadium ... was a mainstay in 
the Giant infield until 1970 when he retired as a player after 22 games

Despite the limited playing time, Rob's contributions included five 
Game-Winning RBI's. .. among the Game-Winners were a two-oul, 
tenth-inning RBI single to complete a double header sweep of New 
York June 18, and his first major league home run—a ninth-inning 
blast July 18 in St, Louis .., The homer was his first in 1,228 major 
league at-bats ... unlike many players, Andrews found no problem 
coming off the bench after long spells without playing, and at one 
time batted safely in each of eight scattered consecutive starts ...

Vida proved to be a vital key in the 
Giants’ success of 1978, contributing both professional and 
inspirational leadership to his teammates on and off the field... Led 
the Giants with 18 wins, the most by a Giant since Ron Bryant's 
24-win season in 1973 ... included in those victories was a 
ten-game streak, June 10 through August 4 (12 starts), the longest

1978 Season ... Fulfilling predictions made by experts throughout 
his professional career, this 23-year-old became a National League 
All-Star in 1978 and played a major role in San Francisco's Western 
Division challenge ... besides his All-Star nomination, Jack 
produced a dream season which included club-leading figures in 
hits, doubles, home runs, RBI’s and runs scored ... batted safely in 
26 consecutive games from June 30 through July 25, breaking an 
all-time club record of 24, held previously by Fred Lindstrom, Don 
Mueller and Willie McCovey .. . had 39 hits in 107 at-bats during the 
streak (.368) ... in probably the most exciting moment in his streak, 
Jack received a pinch hitting assignment July 16 in St. Louis after 
hitting in 16 straight games and delivered a two-run double...

Darrell not only 
contributed offensively, but emerged as possibly the most consistent 
Giant third baseman since Jimmy Davenport ... despite a 
late-season slump, Evans’ bat was among the hottest in the Giant 
lineup throughout '78, his most productive home run and RBI season 
since 1975, .. batted .314 in May, with a streak in which he hit safely 
in 16 of 18 games ... Darrell had two home runs in a game three 
times, including July 15 in Pittsburgh when he delivered home runs 
in the eighth and again in the tenth innings, each breaking a tie and

... his 17 wins, second on the club to Vida Blue, ranked sixth in the 
league ... started the season especially strong with seven wins in 
his first nine decisions and a 1.94 ERA June 4 ... was named 
National League ‘Pitcher of the Month" in May with a 4-1 mark anda 
1.62 ERA... was 10-5 at the All-Star break, but then hit a snag with 
four losses in as many starts in late July . .. despite the losing streak, 
his ERA never reached 3.00, 2.94 was its high . .. finished strong 
with six wins in his last eight decisions, including back-to-back 
shutouts over Houston and San Diego in his final starts ... two of 
Bob's best outings were against Los Angeles: May 26 at Candlestick

6-7 record and a 3.57 ERA at the All-Star break, but was pitching 
exceptionally well after the break until sidelined with a severe ankle 
sprain September 7 ... had ERAs of 1.57 and 0.69 in July and 
August, with a 5-2 record and four saves for the two months ... put 
together his best stretch of the season in mid-July when he allowed 
one earned run in 13 appearances (20 innings, ERA 0.45) and was 
4-0 with two saves ... had worked his ERA to 2.86 when he received 
the injury while backing up a throw to the plate in Atlanta ...

Possibly the initial move in making 1978 the Giants’ 
most successful season since 1971 was the voluntary shift from third 
to second base by this two-time National League batting champion 
... the move opened a spot at third base for Darrell Evans in the 
Giants' day-to-day lineup ... Madlock attended the 1977 Arizona 
Instructional League to polish his second base techniques . .. Bill 
finished above 300 for the fifth consecutive season in 1978 to lead 
the Giants in batting for the second year ... tied a personal major 
league career-high 15 home runs, including four against Los 
Angeles and five vs. Atlanta ... among his homers were shots 
August 4 at Candlestick and August 12 in Los Angeles, both in the 
eighth inning, and both breaking a tie to beat the Dodgers by one run 
... Started the season slowly after spending the first seven games on 
the bench with a leg injury sustained in Spring Training, but then hit 
safely in 16 of 17 games in May with 28 hits in 67 at-bats (.418) to 
raise his average from .196 to .322 ... always one of the most 
consistent hitfers in the National League, Madlock had an eleven, a 
nine, and two eight-game hitting streaks ...

1978 Season ... In aseason characterized by youthful enthusiasm, 
this amazing veteran added the experienced leadership essential to 
the Giants’ success ... Willie’s contributions reached beyond his 
inspirational worth, he was among the National League leaders in 
RBI's most of the first half of the season, and his injury in August, 
according to many experts, was a key factor in San Francisco's 
late-season decline ... had 33 RBI's in April and May, and was 
second or third in the N.L. RBI race from April 20 until after the 
All-Star break . .. contributed five game-winning hits in those first two 
months, and finished with eight to tie Ilvie, Madlock and Hill for 
second place ., . among his most remembered game-winners was a 
bases-loaded, eighth-inning double April 28 in Pittsburgh . . . Willie 
had 12 home runs in '78, but the biggest was career number 500, 
July 1 in Atlanta... tagged the Braves’ Jamie Easterly for his 500th, 
one of six he hit off left-handed pitching last year... had four home 
runs at Candlestick Park last season, among them a ninth-inning, 
pinch-hit shot off San Diego's Rollie Fingers July 5, tying a game 
which the Giants later won in extra innings .. . Willie now ranks fourth 
on the major league career pinch-hit home run list (14) ... had two 
triples last season, his highest single season total since 1973 ... 
suffered two key injuries last year: required stitches after a collision 
with Bill Madlock May 13; and pulled shoulder muscles while sliding 
August 30.

Pro Career ... Possibly the most popular player in San Francisco 
Giants history, Willie has accumulated an impressive list of 
credentials which should insure him a spot in baseball’s 
Hall-of-Fame ... with 505 career home runs, he ranks 12th on the 
all-time list and first among active players ... has hit 18 career grand 
slams, first on the all-time National League list, and second in major 
league history behind Lou Gehrig's 23 . .. among the milestones he 
could reach next season, Willie could become the 13th player in 
baseball history to drive in 1,500 runs and the ninth to play in 2,500 
games ... McCovey signed with his original club in 1977 after 
playing out his option the previous year with San Diego and Oakland, 
and his comeback was one of the most exciting in sports history .. . 
had 28 home runs (including two grand slams) and 86 RBI's, to lead 
the Giants in both departments . . . hita solo homer and a grand slam 
in the sixth inning, June 27 in Cincinnati to become the only player in 
baseball history to hit two home runs in the same inning, twice in his 
career ... was named the National League “Comeback Player of the 
Year’ by The Sporting News and UPI, and was named recipient of 
the prestigious “Hutch Award,’ given to the player best exemplifying 
the qualities of the late Fred Hutchinson ... Willie made his major 
league debut July 30, 1959 and immediately put his name in the 
record books with four hits, including two triples ... went on to hit 
.354 in ‘59, and was named National League ‘Rookie of the Year" in 
just 52 games .., has been named to the National League All-Star 
team six times and was the league's Most Valuable Player in 1969, 
leading the circuit in home runs and RBI's and finishing fifth in the 
batting race . 


Personal/Misc. .. . Willie could become the seventh player in major 
league history to play in four decades if his career continues into 
1980 ... received the biggest thrill of his career when he was

"The Count” played an important role in 
the Giant success of 1978 .., John won six of his seven decisions in 
May and June and was a key factor in many of the early season 
triumphs which moved San Francisco into first place ... had arough 
April, beginning the season in typical Montefusco style with a 1.38 
ERA after four starts, but an 0-1 record ... started the Giants’ first 
game of the season, and was leading 2-0 when an injury forced him 
to leave the game in the sixth inning ... beat St. Louis May 13 at

GIANTS RADIO-TELEVISION 


There will be a completely new sound to the Giants radio broadcast this 
year. First of all, selected spring training games and all the regular season 
games will be heard on KNBR, 680 AM, the NBC 50,000-watt clear- 
channel outlet in the San Francisco Bay Area. 

The Giants number one announcer under the new set-up is veteran 
sportscaster Lindsey Nelson. His 30-year career in sportscasting includes 
17-years as play-by-play announcer for the New York Mets, five years of 
doing the NBC “Game of the Week" baseball telecasts, pro football on the 
CBS television network, telecasts of Notre Dame football and 19 mes the 
announcer for the national telecast of the Cotton Bowl. Nelson was also an 
early member of the highly popular Liberty Broadcasting System which 
was best known for its sophisticated recreation of baseball games. Just to 
round out his career, Lindsey has also been the announcer on many major 
golf tournaments, national tennis championships, championship boxing 
matches and NBA basketball. 

The second half of the broadcast team will be Hank Greenwald, Sports 
Director of KNBR. For the last 242 years, Hank has been the host of a 
nightly two-hour sports talk show. Hank’s past experience includes telecast 
play-by-play of the Oakland A’s, play-by-play of the Hawaii Islanders and 
television and radio of the Golden State Warriors. 

Back for his ninth season of Giants television is KTVU Sports Director 
Gary Park. Gary brings a varied background to sportscasting including 
stints as anchorman, investigative reporter, host, commentator and feature 
reporter. He previously worked at KCRA radio in Sacramento and 
WGN-TV in Chicago.
